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THE CANTON BOLSHEVISTS 
AND SHAMEEN 





No one with any spark of the 
senue of ‘respansibility Mvoult 
wish to raise unnecessary 
genres; but it is difficult to 
avoid the conclusion, on reading 
the Canton Bolshevists’ Note to 
the British and French Consuls 
General in Shameen, that they 
are deliberately trying to force 
a war with Great Britain,

‘On the 23rd the procession took 
place and soldiers in it, believed 
to be cadets from the Whampoa 
Military Academy, certainly un-| 
der orders from a Russian of- 
ficer, opened fire on Shameen 
killing M. Pasquier and a Japan-| 
‘ese and wounding other foreign- 
ers, From the nature of the 
wounds and from other evidence| 
there were Chinese snipers on 
the roofs, who must have been 
put there before the procession 
came, ‘The French sailors fi 
replied to the fire, then the Brit- 
ish and volunteers. For a little 
time the shooting was very 
brisk, then it died» away with 
some shots by the Chinese from 
the roofs,

“Nonrit Caixa Datty News” 
Sir—In joining the strike, Chi- 

nese have broken agreements and 
contracts right and left. As a re- 
Sule their employers have lost sub- 
stantial sums of money, and in 
many cases have been put to a great 
deal of inconvenience. Some will be 
breaking in new employees for some 
time to come. 

‘Sheer self-defence calls for steps 
that will partially at least prevent 
Jsuch a sudden and wholesale craze| 
seizing these employees in the fu- 
ture. With that in mind, it occurs 
‘to me that the following conditions 
of employment may well be made 
with our Chinese staffs : 

(Q) A stipulation may be made in 
‘the employee's agreement whereby 
he is to give 2, 3, 4 or 6 months’ 
notice, according to the size of his 
salary, the diftculty of filling his 
position again, the time required to 
work in a new man satisfactorily, 
ete. ‘The time might be reduced to 
fone month in the least skilled oceu- 
ations. 

(2) A stipulation may also be in- 
serted stating that he is not now 
bound and will pot be bound while 
in the employ of the firm, by any 
agreement with any club, associa- 

‘oF union that can make him 
violate the above. 

(8) Nine-tenths of what the frm 

willing to pay him; may be given 

regular wage or salary payments, 



































‘The other tenth may be placed at 

a credit with the firm, to accumt- 
late for at least three years, and 
possibly for hie full length of em- 
loyment—possibly to be arranged 
‘as a fund from Which he may draw 
‘(ap to the three years’ safety line) 
in Sickness or emergency. The full 
amount, would be turned back. to 
him when he. severs his connection 
with the frm in aeeordance with his 
‘ereement.

Baseball, which 
he introduced to Japan, and for 
years was an active member of the 
Yokohama Baseball and  Athitie 
Club, “le eame to Shanghai in 1908, 
and here again he took a deep in 
terest in baseball, but as an umpire, 
not as a member of the nine. Just 
prior to his death he had taken over 
the office of Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Shanghai Amateur Baseball 
Club, Mr. Blerriman eame to Shang- 
hai as the agent for the American 
‘Trading Company, whom he left to 
Join Messrs, Samuel & Company 
Where he was in charge until he 
retired, For seven years he was a 
member of the Municipal Council, 
and for some years was the Chair- 
man af the Works Committee. He 
always took a great interest in rae- 
ing and for the past few years was 
a steward of the Shanghai Race 
Club, He was also a member of ail 
of the leading elubs in the town.
